This was done, 
and as the clerk opened it to read 
it, the crowd in the court room rose 
from their seats in their anxiety to 
catch a view of the prisoner as he 
heard what was to prove his doom 
to a living death. 
The judge rap­ 
ped for order and instructed the 
clerk to read the verdict in a loud 
voice so that all might hear. 
The 
clerk then read the verdict: 
“ T o the Honorable Judge of the 
Pettis county circuit and criminal 
court: 
We, the jury, find the de­ 
fendant, William Dyer, guilty 
of 
murder in the second degree and 
assess his punishment at imprison­ 
ment m the penitentiary for the 
term of ninety-nine years." 
T h e prisoner dropped his head 
on his breast,

braced up again, and his attorney,
